INDIANAPOLIS (U PI) - Nearly 2.000 summer jobs 
are available in a 88-county area of Indiana for young 
people. Gov Bowen announced Thursday. 
A total of $1 4 million in federal funds has been alloted 
to the governor under the Sum m er P rogram for - 
Econom ically D isadvantaged Youth (SPED Y ), The jobs 
a re available to young m en and wom en 14 to 22 and

health 
Those interested in SPEDY jobs should apply at area 
manpower centers throughout the state, according to a 
statement from the governor's office Eligibility for the 
program will be determined based on the income of the 
applicant's family and the centers will place qualified 
persons 
with 
state 
or 
local 
government 
units. 
Young people on the program m ay work from .'JO to 40 
hours a week up to a total of 360 hours at a rate of 12 IO 
an hour, although a few m ay qualify for supervisory 
jobs that pay a m axim um of $3 hourly. 
The governor said som e of the jobs will involve 
projects directly related to the sta te 's preparations for 
the bicentennial celebration next year 
Bowen noted that in both the 68 county portion of the 
state which he administers and tile 24 counties where 
"p rim e sponsors’* handle the program , local units of 
governm ent m ay request SPED Y w orkers for specific 
projects In all counties, those interested should apply to

The writer lives in Interlaken, N Y., and is a visiting

"The hell with parole That is out,” Scott says "As 
for a pardon, I can pardon Gov (Jerry) Brown for what 
California has done to me, but he can’t pardon me for 
something I didn’t do.” 
What he says he did not do was kill his wealthy wife, 
Evelyn, in Los Angeles in 1955. She disappeared from

Fisheries biologists hear re 
ports each May and June of 
large numbers of fish dying in 
lakes, Many 
people spotting 
these dead fish worry about 
disease or chemicals killing 
them, but the deaths are mostly 
due to stress 
Fish are highly vulnerable to 
stress 
during 
and 
following 
spawning 
Spawning is the most difficult 
time 
for 
any 
species, 
and 
especially difficult 
for those 
species which build and guard 
nests 
The largemouth bass and the 
bluegill both build and guard 
nests 
Such activity is trying 
from the very beginning, as the 
fish suffer damage building the 
nest. Bloody tails and stomachs 
tell of the hardship 
Once the nest is built and 
egg.' laid and fertilized, the 
nest is guarded. During this 
period, spawning fish eat very 
little, thereby lowering their 
resistance and placing the fish 
in a stress situation. 


Once the fish is in stress, it 
becomes more vulnerable to 
minor 
diseases

always present in lakes Such 
diseases seldom show except 
when fish are in stress, 
With lowered resistance, fish 
are more easily affected by 
changes in water temperature, 
dissolved oxygen content and 
atmospheric pressure 
A fish under severe strain 


can expire by being forced into 
deeper water where tempera 
lures are colder and dissolved 
oxygen lower 
Catching fish under stress 
can also be fatal to the fish 
Even if handled with care by

Christ, and God” In 
the passage we stud) today 
Jesus answers this question 
with a vivid simile which should 
be at the forefiont of every 
Christian’s consciousness 
The circu m stances under

and

doubtedly foresaw that in a

cross. Therefore he wanted his 
disciples to have a clear picture 
of who they were and what their 
mission in the world should be 
after he was gone 
“ I am the true vine, and my 
father is the vinedresser Every 
branch of mine that bears no 
fruit he take* away, and every 
branch that does bear fruit he 
prunes, that it nut) bear more 
fruit ” In other words, Christ is 
the nourishment and source of 
life for his followers. This simile 
of a vine would be familiar to 
the disciples because “vine” is 
often used in the Old Testament 
to represent Israel. Now, under 
the New Covenant, it represents 
God’s people in the sense of 
those who acknowledge and 
follow Christ. 
God as the Cultivator 
The 
F ath er 
is 
the 
"v in e d re sse r," that is, the 
husbandman who cultivates and 
prunes the vine. Through the 
Holy Spirit the Father is con­ 
stantly sending light and in­ 
spiration to Christ’s followers, 
in a very real sense cultivating 
their 
sp iritual 
lives. 
If 
Christians do not respond to his 
cultivation by bearing fruit, God 
cuts them off. This might seem 
like a harsh doctrine, but it is 
inevitable and 
natural, 
lf 
C hristians 
m erely pay 
lip 
service to their faith and do not 
live a transformed life, they are 
no longer a part of the Christian 
com m unity, 
are 
in 
fact 
spiritually dead 
Hence it us 
inevitable that God cuts them 
off from the larger communion 
of Christians. 
Jesus did not say specifically 


what Christians should do as 
members of the v.nc, but he did 
not have to. At a later date the 
disciples were visited by the 
Holy Spirit and were told to 
spread the gospel. Christians 
today probably get no uniform 
I message, but those who seek, 
; find Just as the Holy Spirit 
j informed the disciples what 
their purpose was to be, so those 
Christians today 
who really 
search for intimations of what 
they should do to validate their 
faith will receive a clear an 
suer "lf you abide in me, and 
my words abide in you, ask 
whatever you will and it shall be 
done.” 
Essence of the < hurch 
In the remaining verses of the 
passages we study today (vs. 3- 
11), Christ stresses the eternal 
unity of himself, 
God, and 
believers In the broadest sense 
this unity is the Christian 
church. 
As 
m em bers 
of 
denominational bodies we tend 
to 
think 
of 
ourselves 
as 
belonging to “churches” rather 
than a single church But in the 
last analysis there is only one 
church the communion of all 
Christians with God and Christ 
And in this sense God is also a 
member of the church. The vine 
and its branches are one. And if 
the 
vine 
belongs 
to 
the 
cultivator, the cultivator, in his 
role of husbandman, is also 
united with the vine. 
Just as the health of a vine is 
indicated by its growth and 
bearing of fruit, so the health of 
the Christian church, and of 
C hristians 
individually, 
is 
manifested by growth. This does 
not necessarily mean increasing 
the number of people in the 
Christian community, although 
this is one aspect of the matter. 
in a more important sense it 
means spiritual growth. 
Spiritual Grow til 
How 
does 
one 
define 
“ spiritual gro w th ” ” In the 
physical 
world 
growth 
is 
moving 
toward 
maturity, 
a 
process of self-realization in 
Which every organism fulfills 
th** particular destiny provided 
by its genes and chromosomes. 
Spiritual growth is not a visible 
process, but it follows the same 
pattern of development. In part 
if is a heightened awareness of 
tin* truths proclaimed by the 
gospel. It is also a realization 
that

every individual who awakens 
to it. Finally, it is commitment 
to action The forms of action 


will vary, but they will always 
be outward-reaching in a spirit 
of love.

In the spring of 1811 the Indian 
chief Tecumseh paid a visit to 
th e 
governor 
of 
Indiana 
Territory at 
Vincenne s and 
inform ed him the Indian lands 
w ere for Indians only 
They 
belonged to all of 
them 
in 
common and could not be given 
aw ay by treaty by any of them, 
F ro m 
these 
co n v e rsatio n s 
Governor Harrison could see 
that trouble was on its way and 
proceeded to prepare for it 
One of the governors' first 
acts was to build a fort on the 
site of present day T erre Haute 
According to the journal of John 
Tipton, who was one of the 
builders, they had a “ sociable 
and pleasant tim e" as they 
m arched to that 
place 
and 
en c o u n tered no sp ecial d if­ 
ficulties in raising the fort 
It 
w as finished and christened 
Fort Harrison on October 27, 
1811 
w ith 
" e x tra 
w hiskey 
issued " 
The fort was intended as a 
relay point for the Tippecanoe 
expedition Harrison was then 
planning, but was also intended 
as a perm anent defense for the 
lower settlem ents 
It was an 
ordinary 
log 
structure 
with 
blockhouses on opposite cor 
n e rs. A fter the T ippecanoe 
cam paign it was occupied by a 
com pany 
of 
th e 
seventh 
reg im en t of the US Arm y 
regulars under the com m and of 
Captain Zachary Taylor 
Life in the fort was hard and 
m any of the men fell ill with 
fevers which were so common 
those days on 
the 
frontier 
S ev eral 
d e se rtio n s 
also 
weakened the force Ever ready 
to take advantage of such a 
situation, the Indians struck 
w hen they co n sid ered th e ir 
enem y weak enough to defeat 
On Septem ber 3, 1812 a body of 
W innebages, 
M iam is 
and 
K ickapoos cam e w ith th e ir 
women 
and 
children 
asking 
adm ittance to the 
fort 
and 
claim ing hunger 
Fortunately friendly Indians 
had given warning to the young 
captain from Kentucky and he 
did not allow them to enter but 
lowered food to them over the 
walls. That sam e evening two 
young m en who had 
been 
m aking hay in nearby fields 
failed to return to the fort The 
next m orning th e ir scalped 
bodies were found and brought 
in for burial 
Though he himself was ill with 
the fever, Captain Taylor went 
about putting the fort in fighting 
order, issuing am m unition and 


setting ex tra guards Outside a 
party of about 600 Indians crept 
up on the fort One of them tied 
bundles of dry grass on his back 
and w ith o u t being d etected 
reached the lower blockhouse 
where provisions, whiskey and 
salt w ere stored 
Cattle had 
licked several holes under die 
logs in an attem pt to get to the 
salt and the Indian stuffed his 
dry grass in those holes Holding 
a blanket over his body to hide 
the flam es, he lit the grass and 
stayed there until he was sure 
the logs had caught, fanning the 
flam es to m ake them burn well 
Then he fled 
About eleven o'clock a sen­ 
tinel discovered the blaze and 
sounded the alarm The men of 
the fort form ed a bucket brigade 
but before they could do much 
about putting it out. the fire 
reached the stored whiskey and 
the blockhouse was doomed 
Captain Taylor in his account of 
the battle said; “ What from the 
raging of the fire. the yelling of 
several hundred Indians, the 
cries of the nine women and 
children <who had taken shelter 
in the fort), and the despon* 
dancy of the m en. I can assure 
you that m y feelings were in* 
deed unpleasant. There were 
not m ore than ten or fifteen men 
able to do anything at all. the 
rest tieing sick or convalescent 
To add to our other misfortunes, 
two of our stoutest men jumped 
the pickets and left " 
One of those two was im ­ 
m ediately hacked to pieces in 
front of the horrified eyes of the 
men in the fort and the other 
wounded He ran back to hover 
outside the walls crying for 
adm ittance Taylor refused to 
endanger the fort and left him 
there all night Many of the men 
inside 
stood 
paralyzed 
with 
fear, unable to move But Julia 
Lam bert seized a bucket, joined 
the men in draw ing water from 


killed and two others wounded, 
but the spread of the fire was 
checked and the barricade kept 
the Indians out 
Now the fire began to work 
against the Indians for it lit up 
the area next to the fort and 
m ade them easy targets They 
withdrew into the shadows and 
continued firing until m orning 
when they withdrew farth er to 
be out of range of the gums of the 
I fort They took with them all the 
J livestoc k belonging to the fort. 


I This left the men inside with 
J nothing to eat but green com for 
j everything else had been burn­ 
ed . 
The Indians lurked about for 
several days cutting off 
ail 
chance for hunting parties to 
bring in gam e and preventing 
m essengers from going for help, 
S e v e ra l 
m en trie d 
to slip 
through their lines but w ere 
turned back 
Finally on the 
th irte e n th 
two 
m e sse n g e rs 
m anaged to slip through and 
m et relief groups com ing to 
their aid 
Men com ing from 
V icennes 
had 
seen 
th e ir 
predicam ent and gone back for 
help. 
A historian of the tim e reports 
that when the new men entered 
the fort they found only four 
m en of the company within able 
to perform duty 
The others 
w ere 
all 
su fferin g 
from 
" re m ittin g and in te rm ittin g 
fever, som e with dysentery and 
bloody flux The sickness spread 
am ong the new arrivals Out of 
one hundred and six. eight -five 
w ere soon sick and confined 
Only one died then but m ore 
than 
twenty 
never 
perfectly 
re c o v e re d and died 
w ithin 
eighteen 
months 
afterw ard ” 
Captain Taylor served out the 
rem ainder of the war in Indiana 
and was breveted M ajor by 
governor Harrison. He went on 
to fight inthe Seminole War. the 
Black Hawk War and the w ar 
the well and when the water got I * d h Mexico 
A popular hero 
so low a full bucket could not be 
draw n up, she let herself bo 
lowered into the well to fill the 
buckets there. When the fire 
was finally under control, she 
em erged and d am y joined the 
other women at loading guns 
and m oulding bullets. 
Some of the m ore daring men 
mounted the burning building 
and threw off the roof which 
they 
then 
used 
to m ake a 
barricade across the burned out 
wall This party was led by Dr 
Clark, the com pany physician 
In the process one man was 


now nicknam ed "Old Rough and 
R eady," the Whigs nom inated 
him for president He won the 
election with 163 electoral votes 
and w as inaugurated as the 
twelfth president of the United 
S tates on M arch. S. 1849

TITLE XX: WHAT IT IS 
Title XX of the Social Security Act was signed into law 
January 4,1975 by President Ford. It provides 2.5 
billion dollars of Federal funds to be allocated to the 
states, on a population basis, for use in providing 
social services. (Indiana's allocation is $63.5 million 
per year.) These services are to be directed at the 
achievement of the following five national goals, as 
defined by Congress: 
1. Achieving or maintaining economic self-support to 
prevent, reduce or eliminate dependency. 
2. Achieving or maintaining self-sufficiency, including 
reduction or prevention of dependency. 
3. Preventing or remedying neglect, abuse or 
exploitation of adults and children unable to 
protect their own interests, or preserving, 
rehabilitating, or re-uniting families. 
4. Preventing or reducing inappropriate institutional 
care by providing for community-based care, home- 
based care or other forms of less intensive care. 


5. Securing referral or admission for institutional care 
when other forms of care are not appropriate, or 
providing services to individuals in institutions. 


STATE OF INDIANA ACTION P U N 
As Governor, I have designated the Indiana State 
Department of Public Welfare as the "single Title XX 
state agency" for planning, administering, supervising 
and developing a Title XX Services Plan. In addition, I 
appointed a State Title XX Policy Committee composed 
of Messrs. Raymond W. Rizzo, Executive Assistant to 
the Governor; Edison L. Thuma, State Budget Director; 
and Wayne A. Stanton, Administrator, State 
Department of Public Welfare. This Policy Committee 
is to oversee and give direction to the State 
Department of Public Welfare in its development of 
the Services Plan for Title XX. 


To date, an extensive planning process has been 
carried out in Indiana, consisting of the following:

• Data was obtained from county welfare departments 
in the State regarding their plans for the provision 
of Title XX services. 
The opportunity for additional citizen comment and 
review of Indiana’s Title XX Services Plan is now being 
provided with the publishing of this proposed Services 
Plan.
